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DEATH’ S VICTORY. 


Senator M. A. Hanna Died Mon­ 
day Evening. 


BURIAL AT C LE V E U N D . OHIO. 


Both Hoti« e$ of Cong rets Adjou rned 
In Respect to the Dead—^The 
Senator's Last Hou rs. 


Washington, Feb. 16.—Seoaior Mar­ 
cu s A. Hanna, of Ohio, died at 6:40 


9 *clock yesterday evening at the Ar 
aingtcm hotel. 
A state fu neral will ,be held in the 
senate chamln^r at the United States 
capitol at noon Wednesday. 
The in 
terment will be the day following, in 
Cleveland, O. 
With the senator at the time of his 
death were the immediate members 
of his family, except Mrs. Hanna and 
Mr. Dan Hanna. 
Mrs. Hanna had been at the sena 
tor's bedside continu ou sly tor twenty- 
fou r hou rs. Most of the time she had 
held his hand or passed her own fal 
teringly over his fevered brow. Half 
an hou r before the end, and twenty 
minu tes before the last sinking spell 
that marked the final stru ggle with 
death and its final assau lt and victory, 
she left the room, almost exhau sted 
and so drowsy she cou ld hardly hold 
u p her head. 
As she was tenderly 
laid on a cou ch in her own room she 
had all the appearance of 
fainting 
from weakness and exhau stion. 
The senator remained in almost a 
comatose state. The physicians lean­ 
ed over him repeatedly to mark if 
there was retu rning pu lse in the Iasi 
half. None cou ld be felt at the wrists. 
Close to his breast 
there cou ld be 
heard faint flu tterings of the heart. 
At Ju st 6:30 something like a faint 
moan came from his half-open lips, 
bu t DO movement of the face or body. 
Then came 
the labored breathing, 
su ch as had marked his former peri­ 
ods of depression du ring the last few 
days. His breath came in gasps, and 
the vocal chords seemed to be rat 
tling with the effort of expelling the 
air from the slowly collapsing lu ngs. 
This continu ed for ten minu tes, at 
first growing lou der 
and more dis­ 
tressing to those who were gathered 
by his side. 
Then the mu scles and 
organs seemed to relax, 
and 
the 
breathing grew^ fainter and fainter 
Tintll it cou ld not be detected. 
The exact second with which life 
ivas extinct cou ld not be told, 
bu t 
ju st at 6:40 the physician 
who re­ 
mained close to the patient to 
the 
last bowed his head and walked slow 
ly from the room, and all there knew’ 
by the sign that the end had come.

There will be an official fu neral in 
the senate chamber at noon on Wed­ 
nesday, the body lying in state in the 
senate marble room in the morning. 
It is exp€ » cted that the Oridiron clu b 
qu artette will participate in the ser­ 
vices and sing hymns. 
This will be 
done on accou nt of Senator Hanna’s 
intimate relations with the clu b. His 
last pu blic appearance was at the 
annu al Gridiron dinner. 
It is expected that three special 
trains will go to Cleveland Wednesday 
afternoon, one with the body, accom­ 
panied by the senator's family, anoth­ 
er with the senators who desire to at­ 
tend the fu neral at Cleveland, 
and 
another for the hou íMí of representa­ 
tives. 
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Dr. E. P. Carter, of Cleveland, one 
of the attending physicians, last night 
made the following statement regard­ 
ing Mr. Hanna's illness: 
“Senator Hanna died qu ietly at 6:40 
this evening, 
after a most su perb 
fight against a very viru lent attack 
of typhoid fever. 
The senator had 
not been well for some weeks, bu t had 
been confined to his bed only du ring 
the past fit teen days. 
“From the early cou rse of the dis­ 
ease there was no evidence as to the 
ntense severity of the infection, and 
the ou tlook 
at first seemed bright. 
Since Su nday, the 7th inst, the pro­ 
gress of the fever became more mark­ 
ed, there being a gradu al rise in the 
temperatu re from'day to day, and by 
Wednesday the evidences of a severe 
tu xic condilion were su ch as to make 
he physicians in attendance anxiou s 
as to the u ltimate ou tcome, thou gh, 
cou nting some on Mr. Hanna’s indom- 
table will, they continu ed to be hope- 
u l.

Talk No. 2.- 
As v ery few people do wear the 
proper glase for their eyes, this liUIe 
exertion goes on in the eye ev ery sec­ 
ond the eye is open. 
Now the question arises: 
W hat 
trouble can* this little defect cause? 
To know the limit of its reach wc 
must know something of the make-up 
of the body; so we enter briefly into 
that part. 
The nerv ous system has two div i­ 
sions, cranial and spinal, 
or direct 
and indirect. 
The function of this 
system is to giv e motion and sensa­ 
tion. 
The nerv es transm it a force that 
causes 
a muscle to contract; 
this 
causes mov ement; so a muscle with­ 
out this force is like an engine with­ 
out steam. 
(Paralysis is a good illus- 
Lration of this condition.) Ev ery open­ 
ing in the body, both large and small, 
is guarded 
with a circular muscle, 
called a sphincter, and ev ery organ 
in the lK)dy that has to mov e in .ts 
work is made of sphincter or circular 
muscles also. 
The heart, lungs, bowels, stomach, 
female organs, blood v essels, etc., are 
the principal organs that are required 
to mov e in their work. 
All these sphincter muscles 
are 
connected wdth the same set of nerv es 
called the “sympathetic system." be­ 
cause of their Irish disposition, i. e., 
make one of them mad and you hav e 
to fight them all. So they sympathize 
one with all the rest, because of this 
connection by the sympathetic ner­ 
v ous system. 
Now, suppose there is 
a constant irritation 
of this 
little 
sphincter muscle in the eye; that sels 
up an irritation in the other sphincter 
muscles all ov er the body through the 
sympathetic nerv ous system. 
W'hen 
that muscle in the eye is compelled to 
grip the lens to get good v ision, isn't 
it reasonable that those muscles in 
the bowel are in a similar condition? 
It they are that will cause constina- 
cion, trouble with the heart, trouble 
with the female organs, in the stom­ 
ach, in the blood v essels, etc., in fact 
ev ery organ that is made of circular 
muscles like this one in the eye and 
is supplied with the same kind 
o i 
nerv es as the eye. 
Again this little muscle working and 
tugging at its task which nev er lets uo 
only when the eyes are closed, wi*l 
require a great deal of energ>’ to do 
its duty ov er a period of years work­ 
ing ev ery second the eyes are open.

Now all these nerv es draw from the 
same tank oi supply just like all the 
hydrants in a city drawing from th3 
same reserv oir! 
Suppó se it takes only a few units 
each second, instead of none, for tcis 
little muscle to do its duty sixteen 
hours a day. in the course of years it 
becomes an enormous condition anr^ 
will hav e the same effect on the ner­ 
v ous system that' a few pennies wasted 
instead of sav ed ev ery second for a 
period of years would hav e on any 
business that is 
run 
with 
money. 
Bankruptcy is the inev itable result 
sooner or later. In medical term s we 
call this condition “nerv ous prostra­ 
tion," neurasthenia, cerebo spinal ex­
